! The Trojans finally blossomed in their sophomore season of AA ball under new head coach Scott Conner. The 
coaches’ and players’ dedicated work, beginning in June and continuing throughout the rugged season, was duly 
rewarded by a trophy bearing the inscription Region 2AA West Champions. 

Peach County carried its baffling box offense along with bright expectations into Warner Robins for the season's open- 
ing contest against the tough AAA Eagles of Northside. The Trojans began in fine fashion by controlling the ball in the 
first quarter but were unable to put any points on the board. In the second quarter both teams battled to a 7-7 tie. In the 
second half the Eagles superior depth and Trojan mental mistakes told the story as Northside prevailed by a score of 21 to 
1. 

On the following week, the Trojans, hungry for their first win of the season, entertained Douglas of Montezuma at 
Andersonville Field. They displayed a fine team effort and simply overpowered the Hornets 56 to 6.

The Trojans met with some hard luck at home in 
their next two contests. A missed extra point cost 
them a tie with AAA foe Jordan of Columbus. In 
their first region battle against a fine Washington 
County team, the Trojans led almost the entire 
game on the strength of two David Carter field 
goals, but were unable to put the contest out of the 
Hawk's reach. In the final stanza Washington County 
pierced the Trojan defense for a touchdown and 
defeat seemed probable for Peach County. However 
the Trojans were seemingly repaid for the misfortune 
of the previous week as the Hawk's extra point 
attempt sailed wide and Peach County salvaged a 6- 
6 tie. 

The Trojans played the second of seven straight 
home games on the road against arch rival Perry. 
The fierce black and gold squad rambled to an early 
lead and held it throughout the game despite having 
to continually turn back Panther threats in the latter 
stages of the contest. Fine play by Trojan teammates 
Paul Ross, David Carter, Sonny Bailey, David But- 
ler, Charles Blair, Darryl Blount, Ronnie Sanders, 
Mathew Jackson, Rudolph Thomas, and Bobby Smith 
helped give Peach County a 21 to 9 victory. 

Peach County, along with some loyal fans, jour- 
neyed to Dublin the following week and whipped the 
Irish decisively 31 to 7. David Butler's return of an 
intercepted pass 20 yards for a touchdown was the 
highlight of the game along with Coach Conner's 
dispute with the opposing team's official.

Next the Trojans hosted the Baldwin County 
Braves of Milledgeville. Our guys led by a nar- 
row margin of 7 to nothing at the half, but 
pulled away in the final two quarters and posted 
a 21 to 0 win. It was the first whitewash of the 
season by the stiff Trojan defense. 

The Trojans traveled to McRae the following 
week and came back with their fourth straight 
triumph of the year. They did so by mauling 
the Telfair County Trojans by a 49 to 7 score. 
This contest was just a tune up for the most 
important game in Peach County's football his- 
tory coming up the next week. 





Trojan Week was a great success, but no fac- 
tor made this a reality more than the Trojans 


battle with Mary Persons for the region cham- 


pionship in Fort Valley on that Friday night. 


Both teams played cautiously in the opening 
series, but Peach County exploded for 21 points 
behind the tremendous blocking of the offen- 
sive line and the superb running of backs David 
Carter and Paul Ross in the remainder of the 
first half and held a substantial 21-6 lead. 
However the Trojans had just begun to get 
warmed up. In the second half they dominated 
the previously unbeaten Bulldogs from Forse yth 
and romped to a convincing 37 to 12 victory 
before a stadium packed full of ecstatic fans. 
Bill Preston returned to the Trojan lineup, and 
he and Sonny Bailey stopped Person's dangerous 
passing attack cold with two interceptions 
each. The Trojan defensive line and lineback- 
ers shut off the Bulldog's famed running game 
equally as well. 

It was a perfect night for the Trojan support- 
ers and a satisfying one for head coach Scott 
Conner. He had made his presence felt in the 
middle Georgia area.

The Trojans journeyed to Eastman the following week to 
battle the tough Dodge County Indians for the final game of 


their regular season schedule. It was a must game because 


the team needed a win or a tie to give them the Region 2AA 
West championship. The contest turned out to be the most 
exciting one of the season. 

The Trojans held a slim 7-6 lead after a hard hitting first 
half. The highlights of the second half were a 98 yard run 
from scrimmage for a touchdown by fullback Paul Ross and a 
daring run by punter Charles Blair for a crucial first down. 





However the outcome of the game was decided when 
a Dodge County pass attempt for a two point conversion 
was intercepted by Sonny Bailey after the Indians had 
pulled to within one point on a touchdown with less than 
two minutes remaining in the contest. The Peach 
County Trojans were Region 2AA West champions.
